By letter of May 15 the above -captioned individual referred to our previous 
correspondence to him dated April 27, 1961, in whidi we advised him that the material he 
desired (100 copies of "An Analysis of the 17th National Convention of the CP, USA and 
Introduction 3-60 LEB") was not currently available. He questions whether this reply is 
criticism of him or the Tyler Freedom Forum. He states he raises these questions 
because he has determined that the reprint in question was sent to his area in the amount 
that he requested, in lesser amounts to others and in single copies since his request was 
turned down by the FBI. 

He also enclosed a resume of his education, religious background, etc. , 
in addition to a newspaper clipping from the May 10 issue of the Greenville Banner, 
Greenville, Texas. This clipping describes a speech by Reverend Moore on the morning 
of May 10 in connection with an all-day Freedom Fprum. In addition to others, Mr. W. P. 
Strube, Jr. of Houston was listed as one of the speakers on communism. According to 
the article, Moore cited the Director in stressing the seriousness of the present world 
crisis. 

By letter of April 20, Moore, using the stationery of his place of business, 
"Bill Moore Awnings and Venetian Blinds/ 1 requested 100 copies of the reprint material 
described above and stated he is chairman of the speakers bureau of the Tyler Freedom 
Forum and would like to give out copies of this bulletin to selected people* Bufiles indicated 
that the Tyler Freedom Forum is associated with the Christian Anti-Communism Crusade. 
The leader of this group is Dr. Fred Schwarz and W. P. Strube, Jr. , is also connected 
with thfrChristian Anti-Communism, Crusade. This organization sponsors many schools on 
anticommunism throughout the country particularly in California and Texas, and it came 
to the Bureau's attention that Schwarz was attempting to capitalize on the Bureau's reputa- 
tion by handling out reprint material at the schools he was sponsoring. At the same time

he was making several strong pitches for the sale of books and other material written 
by his organization. Because of this any requests for reprint material by Schwarz or 
other members of his group were turned down to prevent taking advantage of the 
Bureau's prestige. 

OBSERVATIONS: 

It appears that those individuals associated with the Christian Anti- 
Communism Crusade are becoming aware that the Bureau does not desire to furnish 
them reprint material on communism. Of course, this policy should be continued. 
It does not appear any purpose would be served in answering Moore's communication 
as he is obviously trying to embroil the FBI into a war with the "vigilante" groups. 

RECOMMENDATION: 




No acknowledgement be made to Moore's communication.

For the Bureau's information there are forwarded 
herewith three clippings from the York Gazette and Daily , 
York, Pa., all from the issue of 7/5/61 relating to the 
formation and activities of the Ant i -Communist League of 
York Co. 

It is noted that MARTIN V^VERSOH is mentioned 
in the longest of these articles as the Vice President of the 
group . On 4/18/61 a man who identified himself as MARTIN 
LUTHER BEAVERS0N, 2220 East Market Street, York, Pa., 
telephoned the resident agent at York. He said that he was an 
insurance broker, a member of a group of "Christian Business- 
men" who are concerned with the spread of Communism in this 
and other countries. He inquired regarding the possibility 
of obtaining the motion picture "Operation Abolition" or 
similar type films through the FBI on a loan or rental 
basis . He also solicited literature which his group might 
put out and invited the resident agent to attend a meeting 
of the group. He was carefully advised of the Bureau's 
responsibilities in the Internal Security field. The only 
literature he was referred to was "Masters of Deceit" and 
his invitation to attend a meeting of his organization was 
politely declined. \ VU 



The overall position of the York, Pa. Gazette Daijy 
is well known to the Bureau. This newspaper is on the whole 
in opposition to many activities of law enforcement agencies, 
including the FBI, and frequently takes exception to official 
policies of the/U. S. Government, vis-a-vis Soviet Bloc and 
the CPVtl$A.

Anti-Communist League of York County, seeking to 
Indoctrinate young and old', uses Red Lion 'Fun 
day 1 to show movies, give out literature. Campaign 
in area high schools planned, leader says. 

j The leader of a newly-formed 
(group which calls itself the Anti- 
jCommunist League of York County 
baid yesterday the organization 
plans to use county high schools to 
promote j^s right wing views. 

Gene^Engles, 29-year-old. carpen- 
ter from Red Lion, president and 
founder of the group, was inter- 
viewed at Fairmount park, Red 
Lion, where his organization took 
advantage of a community "Fun 
day' 1 to show movies and distrib- 
ute literature. 

The organization's activities 
were part of a Fourth of July pro- 
gram sponsored by Red Lion 
Junior Chamber of Commerce. 

According to literature distrib- 
uted yesterday, here are some of 
the things the league opposes: 
Civil rights laws, world govern- 
ment, tax-supported housing, tax- 
supported electrical power, "social- 
ized medicine/' government in 
business, foreign aid, federal aid to 
education and recognition of Com- 
munist China. 

And, according to the literature, 
here are some of the things it fav- 
ors: Withdrawal of the United 
States from the United Nations, 
states' rights, the abolition of the 
federal income tax, the McCar- 
ran-Walter law which limits im- 
migration, the defeated Bricker 
amendment which would have bar- 
red treaties and agreements mak- 
ing the United States subservi- 
ent to the United Nations, free en- 
terprise, fewer form controls anc 
pro-American foreign policy. 
About 1,000 pieces of litera'tuj 
rere distributed yesterday, accord-] 
ihg to Engleis who said he was

The organization has no dues, 
Engles said, and is financed by 
contributions "from bus-iness and 
professional men."

Much far the literature distribut- 
ed yeste/pay was provided by Billv 
James j Hargis, radio evangelist 
from Tulsa, Okla,, and founder of 
what he calls "The Christian Cru- 
sade." 

In one pamphlet, Hargis repeats 
charges made in a since-discredited 
Air Force manual which alleged 
that 30 of the 95 members of the 
Council of Churches who worked 
on the revision of the Bible had 
Communist affiliations. 

Attacks High Court 

In another pamphlet, Hargis at- 
tacks the U. S. Supreme court for 
recent decisions involving states' 
rights and the anti-Communist 
Smith act. 

"If Congress and the states do 
not use their constitutional power 
to check abuses by the Supreme 



court, freedom in our nation is in. 
dire peril/' states Hargis. ; 

Other literature available for 
picnickers was printed by the Lib- 
erty Lobby, Washington, D. C, the 
Freedom Builders of America, Val- 
ley Center, Calif., and the Cinema 
Educational Guild, Inc., Hollywood, 
Cal. 

Engles said he purchased the 
literature with money contributed 
to the organization. The literature 
was distributed free but copies of 
a paperbound book by Hargis en- 
titled "Communist America" cost. 
$1. 

The Liberty Lobby emphasizes 
its opposition to what it describes 
as the "Liberal/Communist." 

Its literature charges that the 
liberal in politics is the "enemy" 
who "speaks only for a vicious and 
treacherous minority whose one 
aim is to eommunize our country." 

Other literature by the Liberty 
Lobby lists issues which it favors 
and* opposes. The York county 
league put its sftamp of approval 
on this list. 

The pamphlets by the Freedom 
Builders asks: "Are the People of 
America Being Brain-Washed Into 
Slavery." It offers what it 
describes as evidence of the use 
of psycho-political warfare by the 
Communists in schools across the 
nation. 

And the Cinema Guild urges the 
reader not to patronize sever^ 
hundred film, radio and televissioi 
personalities whom it describes at

being used by Moscow in Asia, Africa and through- 
out the world to create hatred of America and

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Numerous investigations of Communism and subver- 
sive activities have been made by committees of Congress 
and of the individual states during the past 40 or more 
years. A summary-index of these investigations during 
the period from 1918 to 1956 has been printed by order 
of the United States Senate, dated July 23, 1956. The 
large number of such investigations is shown by the fact 
that the summary-index contains 339 pages. 

Speech of Congressman Dies, March 1948 

In March 1948, Congressman Martin Dies (Democrat), 
of Texas, a courageous and much respected member of 
Congress, made a most startling and revealing speech 
before the Southern Gas Association, at Galveston, Texas, 
on Communist activities in the United States. Congress- 
man Dies was the first Chairman of the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities, originally known as the "Dies 
Committee." 

I (juote from his speech as follows: 

"Democracy and Christian civilization are more gravely 
menaced throughout the world today than ever before in 
history. At long last, many of our people realize that 
fact. Unfortunately, however, they realize it imperfectly 
and incompletely, and there are still millions of people 
in the United States who have no conception of the meth- 
ods, tactics, and purposes of communism. All of us, 
however, must have some understanding of what has 
happened in the world about us. 

» * •» 

"Only a few years ago, Russia was looked upon as a 
third-rate power. Today, all of us must concede that 
Russia is the most powerful country on earth. Now, how 
did that happen? I propose to answer that question. 

» ♦ » 

"It all began in 1938. I was a member of the Immi- 
gration Committee and also a member of the Committee 
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on Rules of the House of Representatives. I became 
tensely interested in communist infiltration of 
unions, and in government service. I decided the timef jjf 
was appropriate to investigate and expose communists'| l! |^-«M 
activities in the United States.

"I announced through the press that I intended next 
morning to open hearings and give the American people 
the truth. 

"I received a telephone call from President Roosevelt: 
who asked me to come to the White House at ten o'clock 
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the next morning. I went to the White House. Senator 
Sheppard was there. Evidently the President thought 
Senator Sheppard might influence me. The President * 
* * * said to me, 'You know, Martin, I have been watch- 4 
ing you for a long time. You have a promising future. 
You are an able speaker and a young man and I want 
vigorous, able, young men in the New Deal, and you can 
go a long way working with me.' He continued, 'You 
have got to be loyal to me. I can't work with men that 
I can't depend upon. You can't go through with this 
investigation.' And I said, Why can't I go through 
with it, Mr. President?' Of course, I was somewhat 
weakened, to tell the truth. It sounded awfully good to 
me, what he was telling me, and being human, I am 
not going to represent myself as any hero because I 
wasn't. I was just plain scared. 

» » •» 

"Well, one thing led to another, and finally the Presi- 
dent became somewhat impatient and angry with me, 
and he turned to Senator Sheppard and said, 'Senator, 
what are we going to do with Martin?' Senator Sheppard 
was a very genial, pleasant man and a good friend of 
mine. He said, 'I don't know. I knew his dad, and 
when one of these Dies makes up his mind to do some- 
thing, he usually does it. I am afraid you are going 
to have trouble in persuading him not to do it.' 

"Well, the, interview lasted about 45 or 50 minutes, 
and finally, I looked at the watch and said, 'Mr. Presi- 
dent, J have to go because the Committee meets and I 
have to be there to open.' 

* * ■» _ 

"I recall for instance, that a man by the name of 
General Sevinsky, a very able young man who had served 
with Stalin for a long time, and had become disgusted 
with the brutality of the communist practice and had 
fled to the United States. I discovered his whereabouts 
and went to see him. He told me an amazing story of 
what Stalin had told him a long time ago, about the 
plan to infiltrate the Balkan states, to build secret armies 
in every country, to spend millions of dollars for propa- 
ganda purposes. He told me the ultimate goal of Stalin 
was the conquest of Europe and then the conquest of the 
Americas. 

"I said to him, 'Why don't you come to Washington 
and testify? The American people ought to have that 
information.' He said, 'Mr. Congressman, if I were to 
come to Washington and testify and if they discovered 
my identity, the OGPU which is now the NKVD, the 
secret army of the Politico Bureau, would assassinate 
me in two days.' 

"I said, 'Surely they are not that powerful in the 
United States/ I was very skeptical about it. He said, 
'Mr. Congressman, I was chief of the Western Division 
of the Soviet Intelligence and I know that there isn't 
a country, there isn't an industry, there isn't a town 
of industrial importance that members of the OGPU 
are not' there listening, getting and using information 
and transmitting it to the Soviet Union. They have 
their agents in the Embassies — even the ambassadors do 
not know, the members of the OGPU.' 

"At any rate, I talked to him at some length and 



finally, upon the promise that I would protect him and 
conceal his identity, he agreed to testify. 

"I called up the Secret Service and I said, 'I am 
undertaking a rather perilous thing. This man is fearful 
of his life.' I undertook to get a commitment from 
the government that they would help me protect him, 
but the government didn't want him to testify. He did 
testify. His name was not given then to the press. 
Within two weeks after his startling revelations, which 
predicted almost one hundred per cent accurately the 
progress the Kremlin has made within the last two 
years, within two weeks after his testimony, he was 
found shot in his hotel room in Washington, D. C, and 
not one arm was raised by the Federal Government to 
discover and apprehend the man or men responsible 
for his death. 

"Another former agent of the Soviet Union, in New 
York, was persuaded to testify. Shortly after his testi- 
mony, he was found dead. They said it was a heart 
attack. I demanded another examination and discovered 
that he had been shot with a fine steel bullet through the 
eye which had entered his brain and brought about his 
death. 

"Still another man who testified before our Commit- 
tee in Chicago was mysteriously run down by a hit- 
and-run driver. ~" 

"I say these things because my purpose is to show 
you upon this occasion what happened in the United 
States and which resulted in the sacrifice of the fruits 
of victory won by our boys on the battlefields. I am 
at a loss to understand why men in public affairs are 
not now clamoring for publication of the secret agree- 
ments made with Joseph Stalin by our government. I 
have been amazed that people have received with such 
indifference and unconcern the startling revelation that 
all of the men who fought and died, died in vain because 
they were betrayed. And I shall show you here and 
now how they were betrayed. 

* # * 

"Yes, we continued, continued giving the American 
people the truth. Finally, we discovered that some 25 
hundred communists, agents and stooges and servants 
-and-minions of a foreign dictator , were on th e govern- 
ment pay roll, occupying in many instances key positions 
in the State Department, in the Justice Department, and 
in the Interior Department. So, I wrote to President 
Roosevelt and told him I wanted to see him about it, 
and he said, 'All right.' 

"I went down to the White House. I said, 'Mr. 
President, we have got to do something about this. 
Here is a list of these people. We have raided the 
organization and we have their membership records. 
There can't be any doubt about it. If you understand 
the communists as I understand them, you will know 
they are in the government for one purpose and one 
purpose alone, and that is to steal the important gov- 
ernment secrets to transmit them to Moscow.' 

"The President was furious. I was amazed at his 
anger. He said to me — he got to calling me Mr. Con- 
gressman — he had called me Martin before — he said, 
'Mr. Congressman, you must see a bugaboo under every 



bed.' I said, 'No, I never look under the bed, Mr. Presi- 
dent/ 'Well,' he said, 'I have never seen a man that 
had such ideas about this thing. There is nothing 
wrong with the communists, some of the best friends 
I have got are communists.' Mind you, that is a truth- 
ful account. He made that statement. 

"I made that statement before the House soon after 
President Roosevelt made it and he did not deny it. 
Everything I tell you, I told to the Congress, and no one 
to this day has ever denied any statement I ever made. 

* ■» » 

"Well, the President refused to discharge the a com- 
munists and finally I went before the House and induced 
Congress to withhold appropriations to pay their salaries. 
The Executive Department then defied Congress and 
refused still to fire them. They were kept on the govern- 
ment pay. Yes, they were on the government pay roll 
when we were working on the secret of the atomic bomb. 

And still there are peopl e in Am erica so du mb as t o 

believe Stalin doesn't have the secret of the atomic bomb. 
How could he have kept from getting it with men in 
every Department of the government, influential men 
who wouldn't hesitate a moment to give that information 
to Stalin. They got it in Canada, didn't they, and Canada 
wasn't one-twentieth as well organized by communists 
as the United States. We were taken in, lock, stock 
and barrel, by communist propaganda. 

* » * 

"I had a member of the Secret Service who worked 
in the White House give me reports every week on 
what happened in the White House. I knew that lead- 
ing communist agents had access to the White House, 
were going there and were using their influence to 
affect our domestic and foreign policy. Now, I know 
this is difficult for you to believe, but every bit of it 
is the truth. I am telling you these incidents so that 
you may have some faint idea of how thoroughly Stalin 
was able to dupe the United States of America. 

* * * 

"So, my fellow citizens, here was Moscow in full 
swing in the United States, They were influencing our 
domestic policy by preaching public ownership. They 
formed innunieraijle^organizations which were -lobbying- 
actively in Washington for this purpose. Of course, they 
didn't say this was communism. They didn't say these 
organizations were controlled by communists. These 
organizations were making inroads on the economic sys- 
tem of America, acquiring land, acquiring business, nar- 
rowing the field of competition, building up the monopoly 
of public power, which is as dangerous as monopoly 
in business, if not more dangerous. And Stalin was 
working on the foreign policy." 

Report of Jenner Committee, July 30, 1953 

Probably the most comprehensive of the Congressional 
investigations was one undertaken by the Internal Se- 
curity Subcommittee of the Judiciary Committee of the 
United States Senate. The report of this Committee 
was dated July 30, 1953. It is a most important and 
revealing document. The Committee was composed of 



eight Senators — five Republicans and three Democrats — 
and the Chairman was Senator William E. Jenner (Re- 
publican), of Indiana. The report was unanimous. 

The conclusions of the Committee were stated in the 
report as follows: 

"1. The Soviet international organization has carried 
on a successful and important penetration of the United 
States Government and this penetration has not been 
fully exposed. 

"2. This penetration has extended from the lower 
ranks to top-level policy and operating positions in 
our Government. 

"3. The agents of this penetration have operated in 
accordance with a distinct design fashioned by their 
Soviet superiors. 

"4. Members of this conspiracy helped to get each 
other into Government, helped each other to rise in 
— Government and protected -each— o th e r from exposure . 

"5. The general pattern of this penetration was 
first into agencies concerned with economic recovery, 
then to war-making agencies, then to agencies con- 
cerned with foreign policy and postwar planning, but 
always moving to the focal point of national concern. 

"6. In general, the Communists who infiltrated our 
Government worked behind the scenes — guiding re- 
search and preparing memoranda on which basic Amer- 
ican policies were set, writing speeches for Cabinet 
officers, influencing congressional investigations, draft- 
ing laws, manipulating administrative reorganizations 
— always serving the interest of their Soviet superiors. 

"7. Thousands of diplomatic, political, military, 
scientific, and economic secrets of the United States 
have been stolen by Soviet agents in our Government 
and other persons closely connected with the Com- 
munists. 

"8* Despite the fact that the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation and other security agencies had 
reported extensive information about this Com- 
munist penetration, little was done by the execu- 
tive branch to interrupt the Soviet operatives in 
their asc e nt — in gov c r Bmejit-witULcoiigressiona]... 
committees brought forth to public light the 
facts of the conspiracy. 

"9. Powerful groups and individuals within the 
executive branch were at work obstructing and weaken- 
ing the effort to eliminate Soviet agents from posi- 
tions in Government. 

"10. Members of this conspiracy repeatedly swore 
to oaths denying Communist Party membership when 
seeking appointments, transfers, and promotions and 
these falsifications have, in virtually every case, gone 
unpunished. 

"11. The control that the American Communications 
Association, a Communist-directed union, maintains 
over communication lines vital to the national defense 
poses a threat to the security of this country. 

"12. Policies and programs laid down by members 



of this Soviet conspiracy are still in effect within our 
Government and constitute a continuing hazard to our 
national security," (Emphasis supplied) 
Other investigations by Congressional Committees have 
resulted in similar conclusions. 

Statement of J. Edgar Hoover, March 26, 1947 

In further support of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities, let me quote from a statement by 
J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the F.B.I., before that 
committee on March 26, 1947: 

"The aims and responsibilities of the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities and the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation are the same — the protection 
of the internal security of this Nation. The methods 
whereby this goal may be accomplished differ, how- 
ever. 

"I have always felt that the greatest contribution 
this committee could make is the public disclosure of 
the forces that menace America — Communist and 
Fascist. That is why the venom of the American 
Communist and the now defunct German-American 
Bund has been directed at this committee as it has 
also been directed at the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion. This committee renders a distinct service when 
it publicly reveals the diabolic machinations of sinis- 
ter figures engaged in un-American activities." 



Conclusion 

1. Does it appear strange to anyone 

(a) that our government should permit an organized 
enemy to plot our destruction in our very midst; 

(b) that we should continue to recognize the govern- 
ment of the country that is directing such action; and 

(c) that we should continue our membership in an 
organization, the United Nations, which admits Russia 
and her satellite nations to membership, thereby provid- 
ing a most effective means of infiltrating our country 
with agents engaged in spying and subversive activities? 

There was a period from 1917 to 1933 when we re- 
fused to recognize the Russian government In Novem- 
ber, 1933, President Franklin D. Roosevelt, acting alone, 
without any supporting action on the part of Congress 
or the Senate, entered into an executive agreement with 
Maxim M. Litvinov, representing Russia, whereby Amer- 
ican recognition was extended to Russia, thereby enabling 
Russia to bring into this country thousands of agents 
for the purpose of undermining our government and our 
system of society. 

2. Can there be any doubt about the importance of 
discovering and exposing to public view the scoundrels 
who are plotting our destruction? 

3. If so, why in Heaven's name does anyone wish to 
abolish the most effective agency we have for this pur- 
pose?

•Are you practicing your Christianity? Are you 
living daily for Christ? Do you let the cares of this 
life—making a living, keeping house, going to 
school, even church 'activity— keep you from full 
abandonment to your Lord and Saviour, Jesus 
Christ? Oswald Chambers, in his daily devotional 
book tells us that Christ says in effect to His 
disciples, ''Don't rejoice in successful service, but 
rejoice because you are rightly related to Me." Do 
you guard your fellowship with the Lord, your 
daily life of prayer and Bible reading? What are 
you living for ? Whom are you living for ? 

If you do really love Him, are you sharing the 
good news ? I didn't ask you if you were a preacher, 
but are you letting your fellow workmen, your 
neighbors, your schoolmates, know that Jesus 
Christ means everything to you, and that you want 
to introduce your Saviour to them also? 

How about your pocketbook? Does God have 
it as well as your life and witness for Him? A 
known Communist in San Francisco said that be- 
sides giving one-third of his day to Communism, 
he also gave half of his income. Do you really give 
to the cause of Christ and the spread of His gos* 
pel as if your life depended on it? You had better, 
for it does! Most Christians do not even give the 
minimum tithe or tenth. We are content to be 
Christians of convenience. We give out of what is 
left over (if anything) after buying new homes, 
new cars, washers, dryers, sports equipment and 
so on. 

I cannot conclude without this word to someone 
who may be reading this and who is yet a stranger 
to the family of God and dead in trespasses and 



sins. If the Communists do achieve world domina 
tion, I should a thousand times-rather jjall into 
their torturing and cruel hands than to ftavcthis 
life unprepared to meet God. "The bod;/ they riiay 
kill," wrote the hymnwriter. But Christ said, 
"father fear him which is able to destroy both 
soul and bod] in hell" (Matthew 10:28). You 
may have to face a firing squad after a few more 
years here on earth, but you don't have to face an 
eternity in hell after this life is over. When the 
books are opened in eternity, it won't be a ques- 
tion of what you lived and died for politically, but 
what you did with Jesu&who is called Christ. (t He 
that believeth on him is not condemned: but he 
that believeth not is condemned dread], because 
he hath not believed in the name of the only be- 
gotten Son of God' 1 (John 3:18). 

Why not ask Jesus Christ, God's only begotten 
Son, to come into your heart right now, take away 
your sin and give you life that never ends. Then 
live all-out for Him. God is still on the throne. He 
will finally put all His enemies under His feet, but 
you and I can and must have a real part in this 
victory. "Awake thou that steepest, and arise from 
the dead, and Christ shall give thee lighf (Ephe- 
sians 5:14). -C Calvin Herriott

We are realists, and seeing that we are 
determined to achieve our object, we know how 
to obtain the means. Of our salaries and wages 
we keep only what is strictly necessary; and we 
give the rest for propaganda purposes. To this pro- 
paganda we also consecrate all our free time and 
part of our holidays. You, however, give only a 
little time and hardly any money for the spreading 
of the gospel of Christ. How can anyone believe 
in the supreme value of this gospel if you do not 
practice it, if you do not spread it, and if you 
sacrifice neither time nor money for it? Believe 
me, it is we who will win, for we believe in our 
Communist message and we are ready to sacrifice
